4* The factory is orand new, having been constructed under 

conditions of great secrecy by Soviet engineers during the period 
1951/52, It is said to oe the most modern factory of its type and to 
possess full automation, certain large workshops peing served oy no 
more tlian two or three men, AH equipment and machinery are of 
Soviet origin. 

New Construction 

5* Until 1957 there was no change in the constructicn of the 

factory, but since the summer <^f^ tha^;^ jear some new v/orkshops in which 
in due course si:5)eiphosphate v/ill oe produced,^ have oeen under 

construotipn. Further details are not known. ■ n iivyi

10. The strength of the laoour lorce varies oetween and 

3,000. Three eight- hour shifts arc .vorked, and work is uiinx’^ken 
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except foi 6 - 10 days each yofir, v/hen all wox’k ctcps and all lia chines 
and equipment are overhauled. 


11* Vorkers and especially technictil personnel are v/ell paid py 
Bulgarian standards and in addition enjoy certain facilities not 
availaole to the general population, such as: they receive regulai’ 
aind good quality food s\:pplies; good living qoarters and educational 
facilities are provided as well as special transportation for those 
living in the town* 

12* ‘with the exception of the tecianical staff only rnempers of the 
corai'iunist party are enploycd in the factory* Lven so, at the tine 
of the Hungarian rising, tracts calling upon the workers to revolt were 
found in the factory; there was, howevei, no respoii.se ‘co this call*

Degree of S^viet Control 

13* Between 1932 and 1934 there were some 430 - 300 Soviet 
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specialists in the factory. Their main task was to get the factory 
into working order and to train the Bulgarian laoour force. After 
1934* their numoers dixainished and since the summer of 1957 no Soviet 
specialists have ‘been seen,

16, Apart from those required for home consuiirption, products are 
sent by rail to Czechoslovakia, Poland, Roumania and Eastern CcuTuany, 
Civil and a.
